Republican Administration in Leuis- 
lang. 
Correapondence af The Chicage Tribune, 
New ORvEaNs, Aug. 25, 1874, 

So much attention has lately been called to 
Louisiana politics that I can haraly doubt that 
Tur Trreune readers will not object to hear 
something on that subject from one who has 
lived for some time in the State, and bas lately 
made an extensive trip through ite parishes. 

I wish to say, at the outset, that I have never 
voted anything but the publican ticket 
(though not in this State), and that I fully be- 
lieve in the principles which gave the Republican 
party being and success. But that which passes 
for Republicanism here I cannot accept, and can 
only regard with feelings of the greatest abhor- 
rence. The leading principle of the great Re- 
publican party North, when it was founded, was, 
that there should be exact justice between man 
and man,—a principle ably and faitbfully set 
forth by Tun TmgaUum at the time. But this 
Republican party of Louisiana has trampled un- 
der foot every principle of justice. It bas 

SCOUTED AT HONESTY AND INTEGRITY ; 

it has even ignored the decencies and proprieties 
which mere policy suggest. It has set at naught 
all the maxims even of crafty politicians, and 
utterly defied ail the sound doctrines of states- 
mansbip. Its pledges and promulgations of doo- 
trine have been little better than blasphemy 
when compared with its practices. 

Ite legislation has been a mockery which 
would have merited nothing but ridicule had it 
not been so cruelly expensive. Its executive 
administration has been either a despotism, 
which absorbed all political power, or a monopoly 
of all fat offices. Its judiciary has been a sup- 
port to all the other infamy. 

Its elections have been the most shameless 
frauds. Its conventions have become litt® bet- 
ter than public anctions, where the highest bid- 
der buys the nomination. 

In«the name of the people, it has well nigh 
destroyed the people. Professing friendship for 
the poor, it has robbed the rich until it has made 
all poor. Under pretense of elevating the weak 
and the degraded, it has dragged down the 
strong, and would consign them all to a hopeless 

struggle. All business, all trade, and all indus- 
try—all cities; towns, and rural districte—have 
felt the weight of its oppressions. Property has 

gone down to a mere fraction of its former value, 

and what is almost universally regarded as a 
biessing, is here 

IN MANY CASES A BURDEN. 

I am told that, in this city, there are many who 

have property, but not sufficient incomes to pay 

the enormous taxes, and are thrown into the 

deepest distress by their inability to meet the 

demands of the collectors or to dispose of their 

homes. The word also comes to us from dif- 

tereut parts of the State, that, if all present and 

past taxes now due were collected, it would sell 

out from one-third to three-fourths of the prop-

When the votes fell short, or the people proved 
unmanageable, the ring candidates 
WERE RETURNED ANYHOW. 
It has happened times without number that to 


of-Election's good-will, was equivaient to an 
election. Scores of men have sat in the Legis- 
lature in this city who were never elected ; 
many of them never lived m the parishes which 
they represent. I know of men, now living in 
this city, who are runoing for the House and 
Senate from parishes up the coast or away off on 
Red River. 

But many of the colored people are 
their eves open. 1 have talked with many 
the more intelligent ones throughout the State, 
and I find that they condemn the action of the 

v. to a man. And even the masses are 

inning to see things in a different light. 
The publication iu the newspapers of the scan- 
dalous doings of their Legisiatures, the expo- 
sure of the worst praccticesjof their worst men, — 
the proven embezzlements and official robberies 
of thelr favorites, had almost no effect upon 
them,—because they seldom read a newspaper. 
and because a fifteen minutes’ speech from a 
proven scoundrel, full of mouthings about civil 
rights and professions of loyalty to the ub- 
lican party, was sufficient to obliterate from 
their minds the gravest accusations of corrup- 
tion and crime. 

But, when they saw ruin overspreading the 
whole State; when they saw the magnificent 
steamers that used to move proudly up and 
down the Mississippi dropping one by one out of 
the trade; when they saw the business of every 
town and cily languishing and dying out; when 

gaw the country-stores closed or standing 
with empty shelves ; when they saw the property 
of planters mortgaged to the last mule, and these 
same planters so completely ruined that they 
eould only give them greatly-reduced wages, or, 
worse still, a mere promise of wages 
when the crop was sold; when they 
saw the floods sweeping over or dashing 
away the levees, and the whole country inundat- 
ed, because the money that should have built 
aud strengthened the levees had been pocketed 
by eorrupt rings, and that the State was 
too benkrupt to help its own sufferers; 
When they saw their women and children fed 
the hand of Government charity, as at the 
of the War,—then 
LIGHT BEGAN TO BREAK 
into their minds. They saw that the unjust en- 
richment and aggrandizement of a few of their 
,own race added nothing to their comfort or wel- 
fare. They saw, too, that the ruin of one class 
meant the ruin of all; that the impoverishment 
of the white ee — was the very de- 
struction of the colored laborers; that, when the 
u. went into bankrupicy, the plantation- 
went into the very dust; that, for all the 
promises made to them by politicians, the 
received worse than nothing; that they 
been promised given a 
— fish, and had on a serpent. 

And now many murmurs are heard, and very 
decided expressions of dissatisfaction. 

But still, most thinking, reasonable men have 
abandon all hope of reform through the 
colored vote or Republican party,—the two are 
synonymous. There does not seem to be suffi- 
cient intelligence and moral stamina among the 
colored masses to effect a reform. There is, in 
fact, no pou sto from which a wiser than 
Archimedes in statesmanship could pry this State 
out of its deep political degradation. 

It must be said, candidly, though sorrowfully, 
by tbeir friends, that negro government 

HAS PROVEN A DISASTROUS FAILURE. 
Perhaps no one ever expressed a more sagacious 
view of the proper political course for the colored 
people than Henry Ward Beecher, when he 
tersely said that they must go through the wil- 
derness into the promised land of Canaan. At 
least everybody knows now, through a sorry 
trial, what history has always proven: that, 
when intelligence, experience, and the personal 
interest enlisted by the possession of property, 
are excluded from representation, there can be 
nothing but ruin as the result.

Omana, Neb., Sept. 2.—The Republican State

The Cincinnati Commercial has been hunting 
up frauds in the life-insurance business, and in 
the course of its investigations has unearthed a 
conspiracy for defrauding insurance companies 
widely extended and carefully organized. It is 
composed mainly of confidential agents of com- 
panies and their tools.’ The method employed is 
to procure a policy in the name of a third party 
who is kept in ignorance of the fact, and collect 
the insurance at his death. Being in the ring, 
the agents have no trouble in obtaining certifi- 
cates of death satisfactory to themselves, 
and are enabled to make money with great 
rapidity. One Cincinnatian returned to his 
native city fiom St. Louis s few months 
ago to learn that his death had been widely cir- 
culated, a report having been set afloat that he 
was drowned in the Mississippi. He afterwards 
learned that his life was insured; that hie wife 
had been influenced by one of the conspirators 
to procure a policy; and that this money had 
actually been collected, his wife getting a small 
share commensurate with her connection with 
toe fraud. Other cases have come to light in 
which healthy persons were insured through 
agents, in the name of confirmed invalids, while 
a hint is thrown out of murder by the ring. It 
would be interesting to policy-holders to know 
precisely what allowance is made by the com- 
panies for loss by fraud in estimating rates of 
insurance.

One of the most singular tragic deaths which 
has ever occurred in this city is that of Mrs. 
Margaret Wagner, a German woman 68 years of 
age. She was shot a few minutes after 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, while standing in front of 
her saloon, No. 827 West Division street, and 

DIED IN TEN MINUTES AFTERWARD. 

She was standing a few steps from the doorway, 
facing eastward, and engaged in conversation with 
her daughter, Paulina Wagner, when the fatal 
shot struck her just below the right shoulder- 
blade, entering at the back and passing through 
ber body, the ball spending its force on a picket 
of the fence. The old lady clasped her hands to 
her breast when hit, and exclaimed to her daugh- 
ter, Oh, my God, I am shot!” and sank down 
She was picked up by neighbors, 
who immediately gathered about ber. and car- 
ried into the saloon and laid on a lounge, where 
she expired in the time above stated.

saloon and stated that two policemen had been 
discharging their revolvers in the plank of a

The officers referred to came to the sa- 
oon immediately after the sad occurrence, and 
took a report of the name of the old lady aud 
the number of her house. At5io’clock they re- 
ported at the West Chicago avenue station 
THE SIMPLE FACT OF THE SHOOTING, 
and Sergeant Brisco detailed three men to inves- 
tigate the singular affair. He algo sent a report 
to the Central Station, which in no wise impii- 
cated the officers in the shooting. 

A reporter of Tux Tammo visited the scen 
of the fatality last night, and learned that the 
officers who were firing are Ole 
Benson and Dennis Ford, and they were on duty 
at the time they were practicing with their pis- 
idges the same a are 

Wesson revolvers. 

An examination of the inch plank which 
they were firing at, showed that four bullets had 
netrated it, one ball passing clear through it. 


FIVE SHOTS WERE FIRED 
by the officers, and one of them missed the 
mark. From the position m which Mrs Wagner 
stood, and the course taken by the bullet, it is 
thought by the writer that the shot which missed 
its mark struck Mrs. Wagner, notwithstanding 
she was fully 600 feet away, as shown by 
Still, there are others who can- 
not believe that the bullet was carried so far.

SAFETY AT RAILROAD CROSSINGS. 

An admirable practice was established some 
years ago on tbe Lake Shore & Michigan 
Bouthern Railroad, in accordance wherewith 
monthly business conferences (at which the at- 
tendance of each of thé Division Superintendents 
and of the General Master-Mechanic, General 
Master-Carbuilder, and Superintendent of Tele- 
graph of the Road, is required, and at which the 
Chief Engineer of the line or one of his as 
sistants is usually present) are held at the office 
of the General Superintendent of the line. The 
General Superintendent is ex-officio Chair- 
man of the meetings, and the Superintendent of 
Telegraph acts as Secretary.

The signals at crossings, as well as thors used 
elsewhere on American railways, are of as many 
forms, almost, as there are railways; and the 
rules for operating them are by no means uni- 
form throughout the country. Special attention 
is called to the necessity for 

UNIFORMITY IN SIGNALS, 
and for the adoption by the roads of the country 
of some system upon which their rules affecting 
signals shall be based. Signals by motions of the 
hand, by motions of hand-lamps, or of flags; 
by variation of the positions of targets 
of many kinds, or of balls, or of lamps; by 
sound, as by whistles, or bells, or gongs, or tor- 
pedoes ; aud by variations of color, as of balls. 
targets, or lamps,—are in universal use; but 
there is no uniformity in the several sets of rules 
governing the manipulation of these things on 
the several roads of thecountry. 

COLLISIONS AT CROSSINGS 

occur quite frequently, and in most instances 
cause much damage. When passenger trains are 
involved, loss of life generally follows such col- 
hmions. Ail collisions of this kind are invariably 
the result of some obscurity or insufficiency in 
the rules intended to govern the signal-men aud 
train-men; it is not always the fact that 
only the Superintendents — in charge of a 
crossing are responsible for such insufficiencies 
of apparatus and injudicious selection of men. 
Very often bad apparatus and inferior men are 
kept at such crossings in spite of the efforts of 
such Superintendents. The Superintendents in 
charge are, however, to be held responsible for 
the efficiency of their rules, and for the discip- 
line of their men. In moving trains on a rail- 
way we should not rely upon signals addressed 
to the eye alone. 

THE FOLLOWING RULES 
for operating signals at crossings deserve 
special consideration : 

(a.) The rules generally requires trains to stop with- 
in a certain spectied distance of the crossing, as 
„ within 300 feet ;” on some roads trains are required 
to stop at some point not more than 800 feet nor 
less than 200 feet from the crossing.”

should be instructed to give trains the road according 
| to the circumstances affecting them respectively, and 
| he should bea man able to decide promptly and in- 
| telligently in any questien of the rights or necessities 
| of trains in the premises. 
(e.) No crossing should be operated without com- 
| petent signal-men stationed at it.

| The following very proper rule has been adopt- 
i 
| 


ed by the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Rail- 
road, and should be enforced by every line in 
the country: 

Whenever one passenger train is to meet another 
passenger train at a station, whether at a regular 
meeting point or upon an order from the train-dis 
patcher, both trains must come to a full stop between 
the switches at the place of meeting. 

Several American roads have adopted a rule 
| intended to guard against accidents of the kinds 
caused by misplaced switches, which orders that 
| no train may pase any station without coming to 
| a stop, unless a white signal be shown at the eu- 
trance switch; and all trains must approach the 
entrance switch under the full control of the en- 
gineer. 

Under this rule only trains not carded to stop 
at a certain station need be white-flagg: d at that 
station. 

On some roads express trains are not limited 
as to speed when passing the entrance switch and 
the station, provided they are white-flagged at 
the entrance switch. 

The more cautious practice is undoubtedly the 
best. 

(e.) At some points this signal indicating that no 
train may pass is always set immediately after the 
passage ofa train on either line, and remains as a 
block signal until after the succeeding train has 
arrived and stopped near the crossing.

A MECHANICAL CONTRIVANCE,

ously advocate the use of this contrivance 
(which would be costly in construction, though 
inexpensive in operation when oyce built), be- 
cause I believe that by the use of proper, 
inexpensive means we may avoid accidents.

WASHINGTON. 


An Ola Law Applicable te Present 
Time—Efforts te Displace an Incer- 
ruptible Officer. 

Special Diapatch to The Chicace Tribune. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Sept. 2.—In overhauling 
the revised statutes to-day an eminent lawyer 
here on business found, as by accident, the fol- 
lowing law, which was passed in 1790, which 
seems to possess peculiar significance just now. 
The extract is Sec. 1,796 of the revised statutes, 
and may be found im Vol. 1 of the United States 
statutes, page 130, and reads as follows: 

All offices attached to the seat of Government shall 
be exercised in the District of Columbia and not else- 
where, except as otherwise provided by law. 

The President has been in Washington but 
twice or three times since the adjournment of 
Congress, and yet the routiae business of his 
office has gone as though he was at the White 
House all the time. The postal treaty with 
France was seot to Saratoga, where it recerved 
his official signature, while the commission of 
Postmaster-Gen, Jewell was signed at Long

| — from the White Sulphur Springs to the 
| artha’s Vineyard camp-meeting. In brief, a 
very insignificant part of the official business 
pertaining to the office of President has been 
transacted at the seat of Government, while no 
part of it has been authorized by law to be done 
elsewhere. It is beld that none of these official 
acts are legal; that they are all void at law. If 
this construction of the law should be put to the 
test and de sustained, it will involve His Excel- 
lency to a very embarrassing extent. 

AN INCORBUPTIBLE OFFICER.

Satisfactory Trial of the New Water- 
Werks. 


Comparison with the Chicago En- 
gines. 


Joy of the Villagers.

THE CONTRACT, 

The Holly Company entered into 8 contract 
with the Village of Hyde Park to supply it with 
water having such force that six streams of 
water simultaneously can be projected from the 
hydrauts, thrcugh 50-foot hose having inch and 
a quater nozzles, to a height of 100 feet, and 
maintained at that altitude for at least 20 min- 
utes. By this means it is intended to avoid the 
expense of a fire departmeut with its costly en- 
gines, and other expensive appurtenances (in- 
cluding Commissioners), for every hydrant, by 
reason of the great preseure of water existing at 
it, is itself equal toa steam engine, and, at the 
trial, proved more powerful. 

At 5 p. m. 

THE WATER WAS TURNED ON 
from the hydrant on the corner of Egan and 
Cottage Giove avenues. During the twenty 
minutes’ test the greatest height attained out of 
a l-inch nozzle, and with an * pressure of 
145 pounds, was: Top of jets, 1865 feet; solid 
stream, 95 feet. It was admitted that the re- 
quired altitude could be reached, only that the 
high wind seattered the column of water. On 
the second trial, with a 14-inch nozzle, the jets 
were sent up to 159 feet, but the solid stream 
did not appear to such advantage as on the first 
exhibition. This trial did not last more than 
ten minntes, as some of the hose-couplings 
became detached, a part of the hose ripped up, 
and, before the water could be shut off, the 
hose, snake-like, coiled, and twisted and wrig- 
gled about in every direction, pouring out its 
contents in a lavish and indiseriminate manner. 
While the hose was wriggling around, the side- 
walks and roadway and balconies became sud- 
denly deserted, but not before many of their oc- 
cupants were well drenched. The high wind 
here also prevented a fair test of the projection. 
About 4 p. m. 

THE TWO CITY ENGINES, 
supplied with water out of tanks filled by 
the Holly Works, were brought into play.

PREVENTING FIRES. 


Letter from Joseph Bird Ex- 
planatory of His System. 


The Use of Fire-Walls. 


MR. BIRD'S FIRE-PREVENTIVE SYSTEM. 
Te the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Sm: The people of Chicago know but too 
well the horrors of conflagr shocking 
death to hundreds, financial ruin to thousands, 
and everything in the world swept away from 
tens of thousands of homes, Even the last 
great fire brought misery and distrees which no 
people, however humane, no money, bowever 
freely given, could wholly repair. 

The question of questions, then, to the people 
of Chicago is, How shall we prevent the dread- 
ful fires which occur in this city?” 

As briefly as possible it is proposed to answer 
this question. When two women, near the last 
great fire, saw the flames, they were not 3 feet in 
diameter. With a Johnson pump those women 
could have dashed it out in half a mimute, and 
with almost as little work as to have run to the 
door and cried * Fire!” 

The question then occurs, How could they 
have had the Johnson pump aad the pail of 
water? 

They should be placed in every part of the 
city so near each other that one could be used 
upon any and every fire within one minute of its 
discovery. Under the charge of the police they 
should be hung in nearly the same place in each 
house, and two pails filled with water should 
always stand under them, 

They sbou!d also be in every business house 
in the city which from its nature might be the 
canse of sudden fires, stores where inflammable 
oils, rosin, tar, or similar merchandise are kept 
or used, hotels, stables, furniture stores,—in 
short, everywhere m situations where fires 


occur, 

They should be in the care of the police of the 
several beats; a smal! star upon the door should 
be the sign of their location. Stringent laws 
should be made to keep themin order; a card 
showing how effective they are; that one person 
may put out a fire of ten rosin-casks, or a house 
10x12 feet and 8 feet high, when well on fire, 
in a minute or two: that the dreadful conflagra- 
tions of Chicago and Boston could have been 
prevented by their use, and giving directions for 
their use somewhat as follows: II a fire is in 
your house or near by, take ths engine and water 
to it and 1 1 upon it as you would upon mt 
other work. Keep cool, and, with your help an 
that of others who will come to your aid, it will 
soon be out.” 

Now let us suppose them distributed through- 
out the city. A fire like that of the last one oc- 
curs, and is seen as was that fire. In half a 
minute one of the pumps would be at work, and 
a single pail of water would dash it out, Let us 
suppose they bad been distributed before 
the greet conflagration. The O'Leary barn 
Bet to half a dozen buildings by 
sparks. Water could bave been thrown 
upon every little fire, and it would have been 
dashed out before it was a foot in diameter. 
Thus the fires would have been held until the 
steamers arrived and got to work, and that 
dreadful fire of the world would have dwindled

Suppose a fire in a furniture store or manu- 
factory. In a few seconds after its discovery an 
engine able to dash it out is applied, and the 
danger over without an alarm. Otherwise, —— ? 
But the fire is in a stable which is bursting 
into flames on all sides, and there are buildings 
near upon which they will soon leap and set 
them on fire! Before the telegraph can give the 
alarm to the steam-engine firemen, a stream of 
water is on every exposed place from the neigh- 
boring small engines, and would keep them from 
catching fire, and hold them until the building 
falls, or the steamers arrive, when, having noth- 
to do but fight the one fire instead of the 
half-dozen which would have been raging but for 
the pompe, they would easily extinguish it, and 
the ger would be over. 

But who would do all this work? Why, you, 
reader; would you not, if you saw a fire which 
you could put out in a minute or two with a loss 
of perhaps $1, do it rather thin have it burn on 
until the telegraph could give the alarm, 
the engines come, get ready to play, 
while in the meantime the fire has become 
so large that it cannot be put out before 
your house is destroyed? Would not every one 
do so? There is not & man or woman, a boy or 
girl old enough to be in the grammar schools of 
the city, who would not take the engines to the 
fire in their own houses or those of their near 
neighbors, and work them so well that nine out 
of ten of all the fires of the city would be put 
out almost without loss, while they would hold 
many others in check until the steamers could 
be got to work. 

Let us suppose one more case: You wake up 
and see a bright light shining into your window. 
A carpenter's shop in the rear of your house is 
in flames. The heat is intense, and you cannot 
stand between your house andthe fire. The 
house is already smoking asafurnace! It may 
burst into a fiery blaze ina moment! Just then 
your neighbor has arrived with an ehgine. An 
upper window is opened, and a little stream di- 
rected from the window back upon the heated 
side of the house; and the water, cooling wher- 
ever it strikes, trickles down to the bottom, and 
the danger is over! But perhaps the heat is be- 
come greater! Yon cannot hold out tne pipe! 
Take a shaw! or otber woolen cloth and wet it in 
the water, and wind it around your arm and 
hand, and you may hold it with perfect safety, 
even though the windows erack or melt wi 
heat. By time the first ine could 
be got to work one or more 2 would have 
arrived; another minute, and ee or four 
steamers would be at work, and the house would 
be safe, and on that side the fire prevented from 
spreading into a conflagration. 

With this system of small engines, such a 
building might be prevented from catching upon 
the three or four buildings iu er, while every 
spark or flying cinder would be out the 
moment it struck 2 any building, even if it 
was a mile away, for they are everywhere, all 
over the city, and what can be done in one place 
ean be done in every other. 

At the great confi tion of 1871, the fire 
crossed from the West tothe South Division, 
and then cave to the North Division, only by 
sparks, and these small engines everywhere 
would have dashed out every little fire in a 
second after it had lighted into a blaze. This is 
what the little pumps, united with the steamers,
